In his disenssion of the general sir- 
uation. Mr. Meredith deserihed the 
year 1918 as a memorable one. ‘In 
Great Britain the demands for money 
have been wnusugjlv heavy with the 
result that the rates were hieher 
than in other years. He pointed ont 
that there were manv factors-effecting 
the monetarv situation. the most not- 
able heing the Belkan War, the world 
wide trad activitv. the riso In prices 
of commodities and tho serlous politi- 
cal disturhances in France and Ger- 
many, Further, the demaic for gold 
on the nart of several conntries such 
as Kevyot and India, addec. to the 
acuteness of the monetary situation. 
Coupled with this was a considerable 
degree of social unrest in Great Brit- 
ain, Another disturbing factor was 
the Mexican situation. 

In his review of the trade of Canada, 
Mr, Meredith was most optimistic, 
pointing out that ide exnort trade is 
now showing a marked advance. while 
the imports are practically stationary, 
indicating thereby that Canada is pay- 
ing her bills by the exportation of 
produce,

The book, which is tllustrated with 
twenty photographs and a 15x30 map 
of the Western provinces, has just 
been issued in a second annual edition 
of 400,000, of which 200,000 have been 
shipped to Great Britain, and another 
100,000 will be distributed through the 
C.P.R. Montreal office. Some idea of 
the magnitude of this edition can be 
gleaned from the fact that if the pages 
were placed end to end, in one contin- 
uous strip, that strip “would reach 
2,209 miles—that is to say, as far as 
from Montreal to Calgary. If the 
whole edition were placed. in one pile, 
copy upon copy, the total height would 
be 6,510 feet—eight and three-quarter 
times the height of the Woolworth 
Building in New York, the highest 
building in the world. Twelve and a 
half miles of wire were required for 
stitching the copies together, and two 
cars to bring in the paper, which 
weighed some sixty tons.

A working plan having as its ultl- 
mate purpose the bulding of a perfect 
race of mortals is to be formulated at 
the National Conference on Race Bet- 
termént to be held in Battle Creek, 
January 8, 9,10, 11 and 12, 1914,

human efficiency; and higher. stand- 
ards of physical and mental develop- 
ment. ?

The success of western tree-planta- 
tions depends not 50 much on the cli- 
matic conditions, us is erroneously 
supposed, but rather on the care taken 
with the delicate young seedlings be- 
fore and after plancing. To show the 
farmers how best to obtain successful 
results with U.eir plantations nine in- 
spectors of tree planting are maintain- 
@d by the Dominion Government in 
these provinces, and several bulletins 
bearing on this work have been issued 
by the Forestry Branch at Ottawa, and | 
can be had on application. 

The principal trees planted in the 
West are ash, maple, cottd@wood, wil- 
low and Russi«. poplay. The first 
‘two do well together, and ash espec- 
fally is much in favor with the farm- 
ers, h.ing probably the lowest death- 
rate of any. Willow and poplar are 
usually supplied as cuttings and do 
Well together. The Russian willow is 
growing in popularity with the farm- 
ers on account of its ease of propaga- 
tion, its quick-growing qualities, hard- 
iness and freedom from disease. That | 
spruce, arch tamarach, and Scotch 
pine will alsc do well on the prairies 
is no longer questionable. 

The best results are in all cases at-

SUICIDE IN VIENNA. 


“Tired of Life”? a Common Complaint 
In the Austrian Capital. 

Statistics of the cases of suicide 
which occurred tn the course of last 
year in Vienna show that 1,558 per- 
sons killed themselves there, as com- 
pared with 1,406 during the previous 
The increase was mainly among 
females, 627 of whom took their lives 


' as compared with 510 during the pre- 


vious year, while the corresponding 
increase among the males was only 
thirty-five. The ages at which persons 
committed suicide varied within wide 
limits, the oldest of the victims being 
eighty-eight years of age and the 
youngest only nine years. 

It is a curious fact that the bright 
summer months are apparently more 
conducive to suicide than the gloomy 
winter days. Thus June, July and 
August head the list, while the low- 
est number of suicides occurred Le 
February and December. 

The modes of death most frequently. 
selected were hanging (633 cases), 
shooting (233 cases) and poisoning (108 
cases), Two women burned themselves 
The most frequently assigned 
motives for suicide were {Il health, dis- 
appointment in love and want of food, 


| In seventeen instances attempts at 


suicide were made by children who 
found themselves unable to accomplish 


| their class work at school.

Pceedingly wide powers, in his 
apinidn altogether too wide, had been 
granted the trust companies when 
incorporated by letters patent. 

In view of their close relationship 
to the public it was not desirable to 
grant the sweeping powers now 
allowed, - 

He pointed out that there wasa 
growing tendency to. incorporate 
tcust companies by Jetters patent. 
Since 1991 thirty-one had been incor- 
porated in this manner, and of these 
twenty Were duting the past two 
years. Apparently companies pre- 
ferred to secure charters by letters 
patent, and for this reason hethought 
it was time to put an end to the 
method. 

Mr, White observed that now, when 
incorporations. were granted br 
wpecial act, there was a separate 
measure with wide divergence of 
powers for every application. This 
made it very difficult for the banking 
and commerce committee, as every 
olause had to be closely analyzed. 
He proposed that all companies 
should fn future be incorporated bv 
the model bill, as waa now required 
of banks and insurance companies. 
There would now.be a general act 
instead of a special act for every ap- 
plication, 

While the powers granted under 
the act are substantially those which 
have been settled by the banking 
und commerce committee and by 
yarliament, many restrictions and 
limitations have been imposed. For 
example, a+ company's own funds 
must be invested principally ingovern 
ment and municipal securit'es, bonds 
and first mortgages on real estate. 
Again, boldiogs of stocks are limited 
tu 25 per cent. of paid-up capital. 
Real estate for the company’s own 
use ast not exeeed in value 40 per 
cent. ofthe paid-ap capital. 

it is also provided that the com- 
pany’s own funds and its trusts ac- 
counts must be kept distinct and 
separate from each other. Provision 
is nade for audit, and returns must 
be made tothe finance department, 
showing all investments in detail. An 
important feature is a proyision that 
the liabilities of a company, both 
direct and by way of guarantees, 
must not exceed five times the paid- 
up capital. Hitherto there has becn 
no restriction upon the amount of 
guaranteed liability which a trust 
company might assume. This pro- 
vision, together with thuse relating to 
audit and yeturns, ave-made to apply 
to all trust companies which have 
been incorporated heretofore by Do- 
minion legislation. 

Mr. White snxid he welcomed the 
closest consideration of the bil! both 
in the bankiag and. commerce com- 
mittee and in Parliament, as he was 
desirous to see enacted legislation 
which would safeguard the rights of 
the public in every possible way. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier said that it was 
hecoming more and more necessary 
to put safeguards around the incor- 
poration of trust companies, as they 
udministered estates in which the 
fortunes of widows and orphans were 
often involved. Ie agreed with Mr 
White that it was better to abolish 
the system of granting incorporation 
hy letters patent and to have uniform 
legislation. 

Te bill was given a second read- 
ing and sent to the banking and 
commerce committee and Mr. White 
then jntroduced a practically similar 
measure to contro! loan companies 
Jt contains the sate restrictive .pro 
visions and require returns to the 
vovernment in the same manner as 
trust companies. It also was sent to 
the banking and commerce commit- 
tee.
